Hav e y ou had y our av ocado this 
sp ring? There are 180 million rip ­ 
ening in Florida and California, 
which means there is more than 
one for ev ery p erson in the United 
States. 
For some time we hav e b e e n 
shop p ing—in newsp rint—for p lenti­ 
ful foods which offer much in both 
nutrition and economy . 
In the near future if we p ut an 
av ocado in our grocery cart we 
won’t be stray ing too far from 
economy or nutrition. 
The av ocado is sometimes call­ 
ed calav o. It is the soft, green or 
p urp le, p ear-shap ed fru it of th e 
trop ical tree that is grown in both 
Florida and California and the sub 
trop ical countries of Central Amer­ 
ica. This fruit has been a rather 
ex otic food in the United States but 
in Mex ico is referred to as “p oor 
man’s bu tter”.

They also hav e much to offer in 
nu tritiv e v alue. They are esp ecial­

Ap ril is the p eak 
of the season for us this y ear, with 
increased p roduction. 
Av ocados are nev er allowed to 
rip en on the tree. They rip en 
and soften natu rally at 
room 
temp eratu re. In the stores y ou 
will find them both soft or rip e 
and firm or immatu re. Hold the 
av ocado in the p alm of the hand 
and p ress gently . If the fru it 
feels soft y ou know it is ready 
to eat. 
If y ou p inch or p oke it will bruise 
the soft, flesh and cause 
da r k 
sp ots. Light brown or irregu lar 
scabbing does not affect the qual- 
j 
ity of the flesh. 
Rip e fru it should be stored in 
the warmest p art of the refriger­ 
ator. Green fru it should be stored, 
for rip ening, at room temp eratu re 
for two, three, or four day s.

Use only butter-soft, or rip e, ' 
av ocados. Cut in half, lengthwise. | 
Twist the halv es slightly ap art. j 
Lift out the brown seed with the 
tip of a knife. 
They can be serv ed p ared or in 
the shell. Paring is done by hold- j 
ing the half shell in the p alm of j 


| the hand-cu t side down. The skin 
may be strip p ed off. p ulled off or 
I p ared off with a knife. 
The av ocado has a delicate 
bu ttery flav or that goes well 
with almost any kind of salad 
combination—fru it or v egetable.

“MONITORING” THE WALRUS 


IT IS UNLIKELY that earth-shaking dis­ 


coveries will result from the project under­ 


taken by the Canadian Wildlife Service to 
ascertain why walrus herds which are at 


home in icy northern waters frequently 


fail to reappear at c e r t a i n custom ary 


points, and whether they are increasing or 


diminishing. 
But to Canada’s 5,000 eastern arctic E s­ 


kimos the walrus is a major source of food, 
and checking on its life cycle and behav­ 
ior is an undertaking of importance. Little 
is known about walruses, how m any there 
are, or how far afield they travel. 
Canadian wildlife experts m a r k the 
m am m als m uch in the sam e m anner of an 
ornithologist banding birds to trace their 
migration m ovem ents. The most difficult 
problem—how to place an identification 
tag upon the guinea pig—was solved by 
employing a method used by the Eskim os 
for a different purpose. 
Stainless .steel tags, attached to a dart 
shaped like an E skim o’s detachable har­ 
poon head, were successfully “harpooned” 
to 30 walruses off Coats Island in Hudson 
B ay which were overtaken by the taggers 
in boats. Posters in Eskimo syllabic script 
request hunters to turn in the tags. Two 
have been turned in to date. 
Plans are now being made to step up the 
experim ent with the return of w a r m e r 
weather, and before many years man may 
know as much about the longevity, m igra­ 
tory habits and num bers of walruses as he 
does about more prosaic wildlife.

papers throughout the country do not 
chronicle another sensational crim e of vio­ 
lence under a New York City dateline. But 
so far no one has com e up with a possible 
explanation for this sudden upsurge in 
m ayhem in the metropolis. 
While police continue to plug aw ay at 
dozens of unsolved murders similar to that 
of Rubinstein, the international crook and 
ex-convict whose deportation had b e e n 
stayed interminably by legal hocus-pocus, 
other murders as sensational continue to 
occur with machine-gun frequency. 
The spectacle of hundreds of police be­ 
sieging the apartment building hideout of 
one punk, exchanging hundreds of shots, 
filling the building with tear gas and re­ 
m oving other tenants via fire escape, to 
finally bring down their quarry after the 
building has beer; set afire and thousands 
of persons have been attracted to the 
scene, is almost a com m onplace event in 
the city today. 
The only explanation offered by the po­ 
lice is that such crim es seem to occur in 
cycles, and that Gotham currently is in 
the midst of a cycle of unparalleled vio­ 
lence. This explanation does not seem very 
convincing. There m ust be som e other rea­ 
son for the assorted shootings, knifings 
and assaults which daily fill the New York 
police blotter.

The Corsi Case raises certain general 


principles, namely, whether an official ap­ 


pointed to a subordinate position in a gov­ 


ernment department m ay determine t h e 


policy of that department on a particular 


question; secondly whether ^he head of a 


government department is bound to keep a 
man on willy-nilly, once he is dissatisfied 


with his work or his attitude. 
Edward J. Corsi has for m any years 
been a henchman in New York of Thomas 


E. Dewey, kept on the public payroll in 


the hope that he could gather for the Re­ 


publicans a portion of the Italian vote. 
Most Italians in this state are Dem ocrats, 


having been duly corralled into that party 


during the days of the New Deal. In New 
York, political parties operate on the gen­ 
eral assumption that national and religious 
groups vote, more or less, in blocs. 
Fiorello La Guardia w as a Republican 
when he ran for Congress. Subsequently he 
becam e non-partisan, or to state it more 
accurately, omnipartisan, just as he m an­ 
aged to belong to all sorts of nationality 
and religious groups. “ B u t e h,’ 
as 
his 
friends called him, w as usually in political 
partnership with Vito Marcantonio who 
sought, in Harlem, both Fascist and Com­ 
munist support, eventually leaving the F a s­ 
cists behind as num erically unimportant. 
La Guardia spoke a multitude of lan­ 
guages and therefore did as well at an or­ 
thodox Jewish Bar Mitzvah as at an Irish 
Catholic wake. “Butch” w as an am azing 
vote-getter, but he never succeeded in 
making Republicans out of Italians. 
Nor was Corsi more successful. He ran 
for Mayor against Impellitteri and Pecora, 
that being the year when the politicians 
thought only an Italian could win in New 
York. Corsi was trounced, but D ew ey gave 
him a job as Dewey alw ays took care of 
his own. It was only natural therefore that 
when Averell Harriman, a Democrat, was 
elected Governor of the State of New York, 
Corsi should becom e unemployed and that 
a place should be sought for him in W ash­ 
ington. 
Why John Foster Dulles, our m uch be­ 
devilled Secretary of State, should have 
Corsi loaded upon him, is not too difficult 
to understand. Where else could Corsi be 
unloaded? He is a specialist in a foreign 
language group and in the particular inter­ 
ests of this foreign language group. This 
relationship is clarified by the intervention 
of M ax Rabb, Eisenhow er’s David Niles, 
if you recall the name. 
N iles’s job was to m ake sure that Jew s, 
Negroes, Italians and other “m inorities” 
remained faithful to the New Deal. Niles 
was skillful at intrigue, but he never told 
anyone that Roosevelt had, jestingly per- 
haps, proposed giving the six million Jew s 
of the United States to Ibn Saud. There 
were no jokes in N iles’s personality. His 
successor, Max Rabb, is also a very se- 
rious-minded man. 
So, Rabb apparently helped land Corsi a 
job in the State Departm ent to “liberal­ 
ize” 
the 
McCarran-Walter Immigration 
Law. Of course if that law or any law is 
to be changed, it is Congress that has to 
do it. The function of the Executive branch 
of the government is to administer and ex­ 
ecute the laws of Congress, not to change 
them.

Providing Spare Parts 
For the Human Machine 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
LITTLE by little medical sci­ 
ence is developing spare parts for 
your body. 
Most of you probably have read 
of the successful transplanting of 
a cornea from an eye of a dead 
person to the eye of a blinded 
m an or woman. Such operations 
frequently have restored sight to 
someone facing blindness. 
Fabric Tubes 
In m uch the same way, arteries, 
removed from a body, may be 
transferred to a live person in 
need of such a pipeline. And, dur­ 
ing the last two years fabric tubes 
have been used for artery replace­ 
m ent. These tubes were all h an d ­ 
made. 
Now, however, it looks as though 
artificial arteries may be prefab­ 
ricated in the not too distant fu ­ 
ture. An Alabama doctor reports 
a “no kink” nylon artery has been 
used successfully for the first time 
in a hum an being. 
Favorable Response 
Dr. W. Sterling Edwards said 
th e m id d le-ag ed p a tie n t re ­ 
sponded favorably to the artificial 
artery a t the Medical College of 
Alabama a t Birmingham. 
Surgeons at the college, with 
the cooperation and research as­ 
sistance of the Chem strand Corp., 


have been working for some time 
to develop an ideal prefabricated 
tube to bridge perm anent arterial 
defects. 
The need for large numbers of 
such tubes of various sizes is ob­ 
vious. I ts especially im portant 
during wartime. 
This new nylon tube apparently 
would allow free circulation of the 
blood in patients who m ight 
otherwise be faced with am puta­ 
tion of a leg. Experim ental tests 
are now being given both nylon 
and fiber tubes. 
Scar Tissue Stoppage 
Your body co n ta in s several 
large arteries subject to partial or 
complete stoppage because of the 
accumulation of scar tissue. 
Through surgery, we doctors 
can remove the artery section in­ 
volved and substitute a suitable 
channel of the correct size. 
Someday you may be able to 
get a spare p art for your body 
almost as easily as you can get 
one for your auto!

WASHINGTON UH—'The Supreme 
Court—almost a year after out­ 
lawing racial segregation in public 
schools—must 
now 
really 
chew 
over the problem of how and when 
to end it. 
The nine justices must give an 
answer before starting their vaca­ 
tion in June or wait until they 
return next fall, after the start of 
the next school term . That would 
almost 
certainly 
mean 
another 
year’s delay in ending segregation. 
The court ruled unanimously last 
May 17 segregation was unconsti­ 
tutional. Instead of ordering an 
immediate stop to separate white 
and Negro school systems, the jus­ 
tices gave the states time to adjust 
to the idea and prepare for the 
change-over. 
What happened might have been 
expected. In some states which had 
segregation — Kansas, Delaware, 
West Virginia, Arkansas. Missouri, 
Maryland 
and 
the 
District 
of 
Columbia — steps have been taken 
toward abolishing it. 
Other states — particularly Geor­ 
gia, 
Mississippi, 
Louisiana 
and 
South Carolina — either made no 
move to comply with the court’s 
ruling or stood firm against it. 
Those four have indicated they 
would end 
their public schools 
altogether before putting wrhite and 
Negro children in the same class­ 
rooms. North Carolina told the 
court “ bloody race riots” might 
follow a sudden ending of segre­ 
gation. 
The court’s ruling last May was 
given ‘directly in cases involving 
the District of Columbia and four 
states: Kansas, Delaware, Virginia, 
South 
Carolina. Nevertheless, it 
affects all other states with double 
school systems. 
Suppose the court finally sets a 
time limit for ending segregation 
in those five original cases. The 
other states not directly involved 
might start court suits or use de­ 
vices that would end in court suits. 
Their purpose would be to keep 
the high court’s ruling from apply­ 
ing to them. They’d lose in the 
end, no doubt, since the court’s 
ruling is national in effect. But 
their tactics might postpone inte­ 
gration in their areas for some 
more years. 
The Supreme Court appears to 
face three main questions: End 
segregation at once or gradually? 
Give 
detailed orders 
itself for 
carrying out the decree? Or turn 
the problem of details over to the 
judges of U.S. district courts in 
the states? 
To get the thinking of those in­ 
volved the court this week held 
hearings. Lawyers for Negro pa­ 
rents said segregation should be 
ended everywhere by the start of 
the newf school term next Septem­ 
ber but in no case later than Sep­ 
tember 1956. 
Lawyers for 
Southern 
states 
pleaded for time. How much time?

lions. Each has tried to crack 
down, with lim ited success. 
The Am erican taxpayer has a 
stake in this situation as he pre­ 
pares his tax return 
with 
no 
b a t i n g perm itted. 
The 
dead­ 
line is tomorrow. P art of his 
tax goes for foreign aid, and he 
can ask: “ Why should my mon­ 
ey go to help countries where 
the rich often dodge taxes?” 
The U. S. governm ent agrees 
th ere’s no justice in that. It has 
used its influence to encourage 
tax reform s in these countries. 
The French and Italian govern­ 
m ents agree too, but 
look 
at 
fie ir problems. 
Gina Lollabrigida is probably 
tile highest paid film star in E u­ 
rope. She declared an income 
of $4,800 last year. The govern­ 
m ent estim ated 
her 
minimum 
earnings at $40,000. T hat’s sheer 
gallantry ii you credit a private 
estim ate in the 
film 
industry 
that she may have taken in as 
much as $350,000.

But the basic problem is more 
complicated. The income tax is 
old stuff in the 
United States, 
which derives over 80 per cent 
of governm ental 
income 
from 
Individual and 
corporation 
in­ 
com e levies. Here the rich al­ 
l a y s lav e been powerful and 


m ost revenue comes from hid­ 
den taxes, taxes that 
hit 
the 
poor harder proportionately than 
the rich. Only in recent decades 
has the balance of power shifted 
and the tax structure been mod­ 
ified. 
France collects only about 25 
per cent of 
national 
revenues 
from income tax. Hidden taxes 
on industry, food, sales and the 
like make up the rest. 
Italy picks up about one-sixth 
of the governm ent income from 
direct taxes. The 
bulk 
comes 
from a three per cent tax on ev­ 
ery transaction in the country, 
national monopolies on salt and 
tobacco and sim ilar levies. 
Leaders rn both countries rec­ 
ognize that income taxes are a 
fair way to apportion the cost 
of governm ent on the basis of 
ability to pay.

Olson Seeking Light Heavy 
Shot After Flooring Maxim 


SAN FRANCISCO (Jpv-The “ new” 
Bobo Olson, who picked up a crush­ 
ing right-hand punch with nine 
pounds extra weight, is ready for 
a crack at the light heavyweight 
championship of the world.

More Than Pays For Itself

Coop erators of the Pick away Co­ 
u nty Soil Conserv ation District are 
rap idly learning to ap p reciate the 
v alu e of constru cted grass w ater­ 
way s, rep orts Don Archer, local 
soil conserv ationist for the U. S. 
Soil Conserv ation Serv ice. 
According to Archer, farm ers 
who hav e carefu lly constru cted 
and managed their grassed or 
sod waterway s are finding they 
offer sev eral benefits. Not only 
hav e their grassed waterway s 
carried ex tra w ater away safely 
bu t good ones hav e also serv ed 
as tu rn strip s and p rotect 
the 
land below siltation. 
These farm ers hav e fou nd that 
good 
grassed 
waterway s 
more 
than p ay their way in added in 
come. They ’v e tak en hay from 
their waterway s and find they can 
be p rofitably p astu red at certain 
times of the y ear. 
A 
grassed 
or 
sod 
waterway 
shou ld be established wherev er the 
w ater 
concentrates o r 
channels 
and ru ns down the slope, the soil 
conserv ationist say s. These water 
channels, whether natu ral or a rc ­ 


tically made, shou ld be p rotected 
by p rop er design and p ermanent 
grass, Archer w’arns.

way , Archer say s, is made by 
leav ing a su fficiently wide, 20 to 
30 foot strip of u np lowed sod in 
the 
natu ral 
dep ressions 
which 
hav e formed down the slope. He 
reminds farm ers, howev er, that in 
order to figu re how wide a w ater­ 
way shou ld be, it is necessary to 
consider how mu ch land frains in­ 
to the waterway and the steep ness 
of the waterway . 
A good grassed waterway , either 
natu ral or constru cted, shou ld be 
broad and shallow or sau cer-shap ­ 
ed. Water in su ch a channel will 
be sp read ou t and will flow with 
less v elocity , thereby redu cing the 
erosion or cu tting action of the 
water. Su ch sau cer-shap ed water­ 
way s are also easier to cross with 
imp lements, which resu lts in few­ 
er machinery break downs. 
The waterway is one of the 
most critical p art of y ou r water 
disp osal sy stem, Archer fu rther 
states, and if it fails, the rest 
of the sy stem is ap t to be ser­ 
iou sly weak ened.

A good grassed w aterw ay, either 
n atural or constructed, should be 
broad and shallow or saucer-shap­ 
ed. W ater in such a channel will 
be spread out and will flow with 
less velocity, thereby reducing the 
erosion or cutting action of the 
w ater. Such saucer-shaped w ater­ 
ways are also easier to cross with 
im plem ents, which results in few­ 
er m achinery breakdowns. 
The w aterw ay is one 
of the 
m ost critical p art of your w ater 
disposal system , A rcher further 
states, and if it fails, the rest 
of the system is apt to be ser­ 
iously weakened.
